High Street speeds ‘ridiculous’ 


A HONITON town councillor has called for 
20mph speed restrictions to be enforced in High 
Street due to ‘ridiculous’ driving in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Councillor Peter Corke voiced his concerns at a re¬ 
cent town council meeting (November 11th) and was 
supported by Councillor Cathryn Andrews who also 
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by Jack Dixon 

called for a similar restriction in New Street. 

Councillor Corke said: “I think it is very dangerous. 
I have listed nine reasons for requesting this but they 
are all pretty common sense items that are happening 
in High Street day after day. 

“We have so many jay-walkers in High Street and 
sometimes they do not even bother to look left or right. 
If somebody comes blasting through at a ridiculous 
speed, pedestrians are likely to be killed. It is common 
knowledge. 

“Smaller villages like Sidbury and Sidford have got 
20mph speed limits. I think every town in the country 
should have these restrictions in place. 

Councillor Corke also said that the pedestrian cross¬ 
ings in High Street should be adapted to help people 
with impaired hearing to cross safely. 

He said: “The crossing by the post office is so quiet 
that people can hardly hear it. Any deaf person could 
easily be mowed down .The longer it goes on the more 
you think that someone will be killed before they do 
anything about it. 

The issue has been postponed while the police gather 
further information on the possibility of a speed limit 
change. They are due to report back at the next town 


council meeting on Monday, December 9th. 

Councillor Corke added: “Trying to get these things 
changed these days is like reaching for the moon but 


a number of councillors I have asked are in agreement 
with me. Hopefully by the time of the next council 
meeting we will know where we can go with this.” 


Plans for new homes to be discussed 


PLANS to build up to 147 homes at Heathfield, on 
land east of Hayne Lane in Gittisham, will be consid¬ 
ered by Honiton Town Council tonight (December 
3rd). 

An outline planning application has been submitted 
by Gleeson Developments Ltd, comprising a mix of 
two, three and four-bedroom houses and flats. 
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The application also includes the formation of ac¬ 
cess roads from Sidmouth Road and Honeysuckle 
Drive. 

Honiton Town Council’s planning committee will 
assess the application and make a recommendation 
to East Devon District Council, which will make a 
decision in due course. 

An outline planning application is to determine if 
the type of proposal is suitable for the area in ques¬ 
tion. 

If that is the case, a full planning application must 
be submitted by the applicant before construction 
can start.

Traders unveil 
vision for future 


AXMINSTER’S reinvigorated Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has unveiled its vision for the future. 

Newly-elected chairman Lisa Lyman chaired an 
open meeting at the Senior Citizen's Centre on 
Thursday evening when she revealed a number of 
new initiatives to boost trade and make Axminster 
a more lively town in which to work and live. 

Mrs Lyman told the meeting, attended by around 
20 people: “When you take the time to look at 
Axminster one of its greatest strengths is that it is 
full of wonderful small, independent businesses run 
by local people, many of whom come from families 
that have been here for generations. 

“When Carpets went into administration, instead 
of falling apart, our community got stronger. We 
have many organisations all doing a great job, but it 
feels like no-one is dealing with those issues that 
make up our everyday conversation. 

“The Chamber Committee have been working 
hard behind the scenes coming up with projects and 
getting the ball rolling. We are ready now (and ex¬ 
cited) to invite you to join us and find ways to do 
something about those issues. 

“We don't have a magic wand, we may not be able 
to resolve them all, but we are working hard to find 
ways to make improvements.” 

Among the initiatoves the Chamber of Commerce 
woukld klike to introduce are: 
u A request to Axminstrer Town Council to purchase 
flower baskets for businesses and residents to 
sponsor. 

u Setting up a maintenance team of volunteers to 
make sure the flowers and flower beds are kept 
healthy and to keep signs and pavements clean, 
u More flags decorated by different people and or¬ 
ganisations with the suggestion that Axminster 
could create a world record for the most flags in one 
town. 

u Reforming the Christmas Lights Commitee and 
have a major fundriasing drive starting in January, 
u Upgrading the old blue services signs on the A35 
and improving the “Welcome To Axminster” with 
flowers planted around them, 
u The possibility of more markets, perhaps on a Sat¬ 
urday morning, discussions having already taken 
place with “Lord of The Manor” Jim Rowe, who holds 
the market rights, with the possibility of a French 
Market coming to town on Saturday, December 14th. 
u More events to celebrate the history of Axminster, 
possibly an eight-day market to coincide with the 
“Glove Is Up” ceremony,. 

u The creation of a new community-based website 
on Axminster.org with more information for visitors, 
u The production of a town guide after a lapse of 
three years, a project which is already underway and 
will be published in March.

Now it seems that Axminster is determined to 
show that it, too, has much to offer, with the 
Chamber of Commerce coming up with a num¬ 
ber of initiatives that to show that there’s more 
to the Carpet town than a weekly market. 

OTTERYStMARY 

Hirst original on 
sale at auction 

AN ORIGINAL sketch by the internationally 
renowned artist Damien Hirst is to sell at Ottery 
Auction Rooms. 

Mr Hirst dedicated the sketch to the housekeeper 
at Chanters House, Samuel Taylor Coleridge’s for¬ 
mer residence, when he visited the town for the 
annual Tar Barrels event in 2001. 

The hand-drawn piece shows a map of Europe on 
the face of a cube, with a message that reads: “For 
Col, it’s a strange world. Love, Damien Hirst.” 

The 22cm by 27cm artwork has been verified by 
the Hirst Authentication Committee and will go 
into the Fine Art and Antique Sale at Ottery Auction 
Rooms on January 16th. 

David Sumner, principal valuer at Ottery Auction 
Rooms, estimates that the sketch will sell for be¬ 
tween £300 and £500, but said it had the potential 
to make a substantial amount more. 

He said: “Items like this do not often come up for 
sale and it could make a considerable amount of 
money. 

“A lot of people come through the door anyway 
but this will open us up to a completely different 
clientele.” 

Hirst is most famous for his series of artworks 
depicting animals preserved in formaldehyde. In 
2008, Hirst’s The Golden Calf sold for a record- 
breaking £10.3 million. 

COLYTON 

Canal discovery 

COLYTON Parish councillor Ken Clifford recently vis¬ 
ited the Devon Record Office in Exeter, originally to 
look up the old course of the River Coly following 
flooding. 

Instead, however, he came across 19th century 
plans for the huge canal, which would have been 
used to transport blue lias from Somerset, chalk and 
lime from Chard and Beer and Beer stone by water. 

Following original proposals for a canal in 1792, 
noted civil engineer Thomas Telford carried out a 
survey in 1824 for a canal 15 feet deep, including 30 
locks and a floating wooden harbour in Beer, to carry 
vessels of up to 200 tonnes. 

The canal would have started in Stolford, near We¬ 
ston-super-Mare, and passed through Ilminster, 
Chard, Tytherleigh, Axminster, Woodhaye Farm, 
Shute, Colyton, Seaton and finally to the new harbour 
at Beer, saving ships having to travel around Corn¬ 
wall where several were wrecked. The canal would 
also pass through a tunnel to be created through 
White Cliffs at Seaton Hole, near Beer. 


The new thinking in the chamber is being led 
by recently elected chairman Lisa Lyman, who 
fronted an open meeting last week to outline 
some of their plans. 

And their new executive committee are ap¬ 
proaching their ambitions in a refreshing man¬ 
ner - ’’if the council can’t do it, let’s do it 
ourselves”. A lot of what they are planning is not 
sophisticated marketing, but minor improve¬ 
ments like making the town more attractive 
with flower displays and organising events that 
perpetuate the town’s history. 

We report on these initiatives on page one and 
eight and may I also draw your attention also to 
page 14 where Axminster Heritage Centre is 
calling on the help of local residents and organ¬ 
isations to shape the future of this exciting proj¬ 
ect. 

It’s all part of the regeneration of Axminster 
town centre which many think is long overdue. 
But things are definitely moving and hopefully 
the whole town will get behind such initiatives.

SEATON 

New workshops a 
boost to business 

PLANS to build more than 20 industrial workshops 
in Seaton are being drawn up by East Devon District 
Council (EDDC). 

It is hoped that tenants should be able to move in 
no later than August 2015. 

A decision to “support further business growth in 
Seaton” was taken by EDDC’s Cabinet on Wednes¬ 
day, November 27th. 

Members agreed to authorise detailed design work 
to enable a planning application and market testing 
to take place. 

Fourteen workshop units, ranging in size from 50 
to 70 square metres, are planned at the Colyford 
Road Depot site. 

Another seven, slightly larger units (70 to 84 
square metres) are proposed on the Fosseway Park 
land to the east of Lyme Bay Auction Rooms in 
Harepath Road. 

According to EDDC, the units will be flexible in the 
way the space is used and will be suitable for a wide 
range of light industrial purposes or office-based 
service businesses.

But thanks to funding from Devon County 
Council, the festive procession is to go ahead 
as planned. 

New regulations regarding a diversion at 
Kings Road inflated the cost of insurance for 
the Christmas Carnival to £800 and organisers 
had been preparing to cancel the event. 

But after members of the Honiton and Dis¬ 
trict Carnival Committee made an appeal, 
Honiton’s two Devon County Councillors - 
Councillor Paul Diviani and Councillor Sara 
Randall Johnson - were able to secure funds 
for the event from the county council’s local¬ 
ity budget. 

Carnival committee secretary Karen Wilson 
said: “New regulations have come in this year 
and we have had to double the amount of in¬ 


surance to cover the cost of licences and road 
closures. 

“Because we do not make any money from 
the carnival we would have been £800 out of 
pocket before we even started, which is quite 
a lot of money when you are trying to support 
charities and local organisations.” 

Mrs Wilson added: “There is no judging in¬ 
volved in the Christmas Carnival - it is all just 
a bit of fun. Hopefully we can get people to 
turn up on the night and give generously, and 
we will be keeping our fingers crossed that the 
rain stays away.” 

Councillor Diviani said: “I’m more than 
happy to support Honiton’s Christmas Carni¬ 
val. It’s a great experience for the town to 
have at this time of year and long may it con¬ 
tinue.” 

The procession takes place on Saturday (De¬ 
cember 7th) starting at 5:30pm from Ottery 
Moor Lane.

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Feniton not prepared for ‘explosive growth’, says MP 


HONITON’S MP, Neil Parish, has reinforced his op¬ 
position to a major housing development in Feniton 
in a strongly worded letter to the planning inspector 
presiding over a forthcoming “super inquiry”. 

Village residents have been fighting three separate 
developers and are preparing to take part in the hear¬ 
ing, which begins on January 7th. 

Phillip Major, the government planning inspector, is 
due to hear appeals from Wainhomes, Feniton Park 
Ltd and Strategic Land Partnerships. Between them 
they are hoping to build 235 new homes, which would 
increase the size of the village by 40 per cent. East 
Devon District Council refused the developers’ initial 
proposals. 

Mr Parish said: “It is abundantly clear that local in¬ 
frastructure is patently insufficient to accommodate 
the disproportionate scale of development envisaged 
by the three developers who have singled out the vil¬ 
lage for mass housing. 

“Very clearly, explosive growth of 40 per cent in the 
space of a matter of months, as Feniton faces, cannot 
be consistent with the letter and spirit of the National 
Policy Planning Framework. 

“There are no mitigating factors as to why Feniton 
should suffer mass development of the kind it faces 
until existing infrastructural inadequacies are ad¬ 
dressed. There is no hurry.” 

“A 40 per cent increase in the number of houses in 
the village is clearly inappropriate in any community, 
let alone one so threatened as Feniton.” 

Conservation group the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England has also come out in opposition to the pro¬ 
posed development this week. 

Tim Hale, Chairman of CPRE’s East Devon and Ex¬ 
eter district group, claimed that the developers had 
based their projections for housing requirement on es¬ 
timates of the likely population growth rate taken be¬ 
fore the 2011 census, and used in the East Devon 
Local Plan. But he said actual figures collected be¬ 
tween 2001 and 2011 revealed a growth rate of 0.5 per 
cent per year, half what the developers are suggesting. 

Mr Hale said: “The developers have got the figures

wrong regarding the need for housing. When you look 
at the factual figures, the need for housing comes 
down markedly.” 

He said that based on this figure, there was already 
enough housing to satisfy the five year supply of land 


that local planning authorities are required to identify 
and maintain. 

The CPRE also objects to the proposed development 
because of the potential loss of agricultural land. 

Mr Hale said: “It is very difficult to define what is 
sustainable, but what is not sustainable is the loss of 
land for agricultural use which will be a consequence of 
this development.” 


Feniton Parish Council needs to raise £10,000 to pay 
for legal representation at the inquiry and has been col¬ 
lecting donations since November 4th. 

In less than a month the council has raised more than 
half the required amount and the total currently stands at 
£5,520. 

The inquiry begins on Tuesday, January 7th at the Feni¬ 
ton Bowling Club and is scheduled to last eight days. 


Amateur film group prepare for screen debut 


A HONITON film group is 
preparing to screen its first 
self-produced movie, after 
starting from scratch more 
than a year ago. 

The Reel Moments film 
group, which was set up in 
2011, will screen Ghost of a 
Chance at the Honiton Com¬ 
munity Cinema on Friday, 
December 13th, in support of 
the evening’s feature film 
Summer in February. 

The 20-minute film was 
written and directed by Jan 
Guscott, who lives in Honi¬ 
ton, and enthusiasts from the 
group chipped in to help her 
cast, shoot and edit the film. 

Mrs Guscott, who works as 
a legal secretary, said: “I re¬ 
ally did not know what to ex¬ 
pect when we held the 
auditions, but we were inun¬ 
dated with people who 
wanted to be part of it. We had 
about 40 people audition for 


only nine or ten parts. 

“We have done every aspect 
of the filmmaking process, 
from start to finish. Credits, 
editing, music, you name it. I 
am very proud to have finally 
finished it.” 

As the founder of the Honi¬ 
ton Players, Mrs Guscott is an 
experienced performer. She 
previously worked as an extra 
and supporting artist in televi¬ 
sion and has written a play for 
Radio 4, but this is her first 
venture into film. 

She said: “It is a contempo¬ 
rary ghost story set at an aris¬ 
tocratic party in the 1980s, 
with romantic and comic ele¬ 
ments. 

“It was shot in various loca¬ 
tions but the majority of it was 
filmed at the Monkton Court 
Hotel, so it should be some¬ 
thing that local people can re¬ 
late to. 

“I am very excited and can¬ 


not wait for the film to be 
shown so I can gauge the audi¬ 
ence reaction. I’m not sure 
anything like this has really 
happened in Honiton before. 

“We are keen to meet people 
of all talents, whether in front 
of or behind the camera, in 
major roles or occasional sup¬ 
porting capacity. We are put¬ 
ting out the feelers with this 
film and hopefully it will get a 
good response.” 

Ghost of a Chance was fin¬ 
ished over the summer and 
Reel Moments is already well 
under way with its next proj¬ 
ect, which is likely to be fin¬ 
ished in the new year.

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Colyton could have been a very different place 



LOCAL HISTORY FEATURE

E AST DEVON could have looked a very different place if civil engi¬ 
neers of the 1800s pulled off ambitious plans for a canal from Stolford 
in Somerset to Beer. 

Colyton parish councillor Ken Clifford recently visited the Devon Record 
Office in Exeter, originally to look up the old course of the River Coly fol¬ 
lowing flooding, but instead he came across 19th century plans for the huge 
canal, which would have been used to transport blue lias from Somerset, 
chalk and lime from Chard and Beer and Beer stone by water. 

Following original proposals for a canal in 1792, noted civil engineer 
Thomas Telford carried out a survey in 1824 for a canal 15 feet deep, includ¬ 
ing 30 locks and a floating wooden harbour in Beer, to carry vessels of up to 
200 tonnes. The canal would have started in Stolford, near Weston-super- 
Mare, and passed through Ilminster, Chard, Tytherleigh, Axminster, Wood- 
haye Farm, Shute, Colyton, Seaton and finally to the new harbour at Beer, 
saving ships having to travel around Cornwall where several were wrecked. 
The canal would also pass through a tunnel to be created through White Cliffs 
at Seaton Hole, near Beer. 

William Hanning was chairman of the company leading the project and Sir 
William Pole of Shute and Lord Rolle of Bicton were the main financial back¬ 
ers, owning most of the land along the proposed route, which would provide 
revenue for their investment. 

Infamous smuggler Jack Rattenbury, from Beer, who was employed by 
Lord Rolle on his estate at the time, was sent to London to give evidence 
about the sea conditions of Lyme Bay before permission was granted for the 
project. He enjoyed a daily allowance for three weeks in the captial city be¬ 
fore a decision was made. 

An Act of Parliament in 1825 gave permission for the canal to be built, with 
the government also offering an £80,000 loan with four per cent interest for 
19 years. Subscribers paid a further £43,000, reaching the total of £123,000 
for the East Devon section of the canal. The entire project from Somerset to 
Beer was estimated to cost £1,712,844 and would bring in £15,245 a year in 
profit. 

However, the proposals were eventually scrapped and the canal never built. 
It is thought that great stoms in 1826 damaged the initial structure of the 
wooden harbour at Beer, discouraging those leading the project from taking 
it any further. 

Councillor Clifford said: “It would even today be a massive undertaking 
before considering the financial implications. Our forebarers of those days 
seemed to love a challenge and a positive can-do attitude prevailed in Britain 
during these times.” He added that it was a shame that the project could not 
be pulled off, as it would have boosted today’s tourism industry in the area.

IN February when Pope Benedict XVI be¬ 
came the first modern pontiff to resign, the 
omens for the Catholic church did not appear 
good, but as we now know, Pope Francis, as 
the little-known Argentinian became, has 
proved to be a revelation and, after a few 
short months, has revitalised his church. 

Attendances particularly are up and a sur¬ 
vey of 12 Catholic cathedrals suggests an in¬ 
crease in attendance of about 20 per cent 
over last year. Reports indicate that some 
who stayed away are returning, others are 
new converts. 

Inevitably, the result of the latest Anglican 
General Synod vote regarding women bish¬ 
ops remains high in church minds. With 378 
votes in favour at the latest debate it prepares 
the way for the necessary legislation in 
favour to be pursued. This amounts to seek¬ 
ing final agreement to the proposals by the 
General Synod Revision Committee. How¬ 
ever, the vote is not the end of the matter, as 
the principle regarding women bishops was 
approved by the General Synod in 2008, but 
matters of detail still have to be resolved. 

One Bishop reported that the train is on the 
track and has some distance to go, but we 
can see the end of the journey, probably in 
2015, at the earliest.

T HE name of Axminster is 
associated throughout the 
world with carpets yet 
there is nowhere in the town 
that properly celebrates this.

The Tourist Information Centre 
will also be relocated into the 
same building which is to include 
a cafe and small shop. The old 
dye house at the rear will be re¬ 
stored to provide a venue for 
local crafts. 

This development will be a 
major step in the regeneration of 
the centre of Axminster and we 
now want to give residents, local 
schools and businesses a 
chance to have their say on this 
exciting project which will be for 
the benefit of all those who live 
and work in and around Axmin¬ 
ster.

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Lions support for 
Philippines appeal 


AT their recent club meeting the Seaton and District 
Lions Club agreed to send a donation of £500 toward 
the relief effort in the Philippines. 

The money will be allocated to the fund to supply 
Lifesaver Water Treatment units. Each unit costs in 
the order of £190 and will be able to supply an aver¬ 
age family, clean pure water for about four years be¬ 
fore the filtration element has to be changed. 

Past International Director Lion Phil Nathan re¬ 
ceived an overnight email from International Presi¬ 
dent Lion Barry Palmer regarding the Philippines. IP 
Barry was onsite and after making an initial assess¬ 
ment of how Lions could best help in the short term, 
he made enquiries about the water “Lifesaver” proj¬ 
ect which he had seen at Conventions in Hamburg 
and Istanbul. 

Lions Chief Executive had been put on the case and 
has already bought a pallet of 56 water filtration sys¬ 
tems from “Lifesavers” currently held in stock in the 
UK. They are being transported for distribution by 
local identified leaders. 

This was then matched by District A to send a fur¬ 
ther 56 with funds already raised. Lions in the South 
West are currently fundraising for more Lifesaver 
Units 

From the Presidents’ team it appears that this prod¬ 
uct is ideally suited to providing lifesaving relief, a 
constant supply of desperately needed drinkable 
water 

“Lifesavers” has immediately available 1,000 
units and all have a Lions Logo and marked as “A 
gift from the Lions Clubs of British Isles & Ireland”. 
£190 buys one jerry can. 

Lions Council of Governors has given approval to 


launch a Multiple District appeal for funds for Life- 
saver units. 

The Immediate Past International President, Wayne 
Madden who is the Chairman of the Lions Clubs In¬ 
ternational Foundation (LCIF) has provided the fol¬ 
lowing report: “Thank you, Lions for the immediacy 
of your response to the devastating typhoon in the 
Philippines.

How to roast turkey perfectly 


A generous smear of butter and a few 
onions are all that are necessary in this 
easy recipe. 

Ingredients: 

100g/3 j /2oz butter, softened 
2 tsp sea salt 

2 tsp freshly ground black pepper 
4.5kg/101b turkey, with giblets removed 
and cavity wiped clean 

3 large onions, halved 

Method: 

The bird should be prepared the night 
before. Mix the butter with the salt and 
freshly ground black pepper, then sea¬ 
son the cavity of the bird. 

Rub the butter mix all over the turkey. 
Fold a large piece of greaseproof paper 
to double thickness and lay over the 
breast to protect it during the cooking. 
Leave it in the fridge overnight. 

On the day you wish to serve the bird 
heat the oven to 220C/430F/Gas 7. 

Take the turkey out of the fridge and 
allow it to come to room temperature 
while the oven is heating up. 

Put the onions in a large roasting tray. 
Put the turkey on a trivet or wire rack in 
the tray. 

Pour one cup of boiling water into the 
cavity of the bird and seal with a skewer. 
Pour two cups of boiling water into the 


bottom of the tin, then cover the whole 
thing with two layers of foil, making 
sure it is well sealed around the edges. 

Cook for 20 minutes, then reduce the 
temperature to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

After 1 Vi hours, remove the foil and 
greaseproof paper. 

Cook for a further 40 minutes and 
don’t open the oven door until the cook¬ 
ing time is up. 

To test whether the turkey is cooked, 
insert a skewer or knife blade into the 


point where the thigh joins the breast - 
the juice should run clear. 

If it is pink, cook it for another 20 min¬ 
utes and test again. Leave the turkey to 
rest in a warm place for at least 15 min¬ 
utes before carving. 

Strain the juice from the bottom of the 
tin into a large jug - the fat will rise to 
the top, leaving the aromatic turkey and 
onion beneath. 

Skim off the fat use the juices to make 
a gravy or serve as it is.

CHOCOLATE poisoning is one of the most common 
emergency phone calls received by the hospital, par¬ 
ticularly at this time of the year. The severity of poi¬ 
soning depends principally on two things, obviously 
the amount of chocolate eaten but also the type of 
chocolate (i.e. milk or dark). The amount of theo¬ 
bromine (the toxic ingredient in chocolate) in milk and 
dark chocolate differs considerably. For example Dark 
70% chocolate can often be lethal. 

Chocolate is also toxic to other species for example 
cats, rodents, rabbits etc. 

The foremost clinical effects seen in chocolate poi¬ 
soning are vomiting and diarrhoea, which may often
